Wheat parity at mid-May was $3.32 
per bushel while the national aver- 
age price of wheat at the same time 
was $2.15 per bushel. 


Certificate payments under the 1972 
program, computed in the same manner 
as this year, amounted to $1.34 per 
bushel, including a preliminary pay- 
ment of $1.28 per bushel. Total 
wheat payments earned by Montana 
farmers were approximately $73 
million.

NEW LAW COVERS FARM WORKERS 


Beginning July 1 all farm and ranch 
workers will be required to come under 
Montana's new workmen's compensation 
program. The new law replaces an old- 
er one which required coverage only 
for certain employees in hazardous 
industries. 


The new legislation requires every 
person engaged in agriculture who 
employs individuals on his farm or 
ranch to provide them with workmen's 
compensation coverage. This coverage 
may be provided by a private insurance 
firm or by the State Insurance Fund 

of the Division of Workmen's compen- 
sation. 


Workmen's compensation insurance is 
designed to provide payment of hos- 

pital and medical costs arising from 

an industrial injury, as well as com- 
pensation payments to assist the employee 
during a period of recuperation or

rehabilitation following an accident. 
Employees covered under the act are 
protected from liability in civil 
damage suits resulting from on-the- 
job injury to an employee. 


About 35,000 workers are expected To 

be added to compensation insurance 
rolls as a result of a new legislation.

The sales in Montana are only a part 
of the national sales designed to have 
the government completely out of the 
storage business next year. 


A total of 435 bins were auctioned 

off in sales at 11 Montana sites last 
week. The average price for the 
3,250-bushel bins was $606. The high- 
est per site average was $677.67 at 
Valier. Sates at Four Buttes, Wolf 
Point and Rudyard were only slightly 


lower. The higest bin sold for $740 
while the cheapest bin auctioned off 
was $450. 


Completion of the sales leaves us 
with 537 bins at 13 sites--Cut Bank, 
Opheim, Richland, Four Buttes, Peer- 
less, Whitetail, Outlook, Westby, 
Medicine Lake, Redstone, Froid, Pop- 
lar and Wolf Point.
